after the great fire destroyed Chi- 
cago, that the real boom was going 
on in Shawneetown. Ix>cated on the 
river, Shawneetown was a rich and 
going concern, rising- mightily be- 
cause of the importance of river 
traffic. 


Chicago, down op its luck, went 


to Shawneetown and asked for a 
loan. The correat big city n«*ded 
help to get back on its feet. But 
the Shawneetown 
city fathers 


shook their beads and said no. 
"Chicago won't ever amount to 
anything because it isn't on the 
river," they said. 
That was before the real ad- 


vance of the railroad and trans- 
continental trucking.

Shawneetown is a real old river 


town with its odd character? who 
go about their business in their 
own way. Possibilities of oil dis- 
coveries and the hope of finding 
uranium in nearby Elizabethtown 
may revive Shawneetown to some- 
thing like its former glory. 


But in the meantime, 2,000 peo- 


ple in Shawneetown are "living; 
it up" with 10 boys who will 
carry the town's colors and bless- 
ings into the Sweet S'xteen tour- 
nament. The Indians proudly 
boast the only undefeated record 
In the state. They've won 31 
without a loss.

Two Men Can Control the Boom 


Before It 'Busts' 


If the boom looks dangerous there are two men who 


could, if they thought it best, do a little manipulating to slow, 
it down. 
! 
And the senate banking committee that is eyeing thej 


bull market in Wall street from a vantage point in the na-| 
tion's capital is talking to them about that today and to- 
morrow. 
They are William McChesney Martin, chairman of the 


board of governors of the Federal Reserve system, and 
George M. Humphrey, secretary of the treasury. 


What businessmen and bankers would like to know from 


them is: Are the nation's top money managers thinking 
about raising interest rates, making credit tighter, hiking 
margins to bring stock buying closer to an all-cash basis? 


Will Humphrey and Martin try hard to get congress to 


give the federal reserve power once more to curb on-the-cuff 
buying of autos and appliances and to tighten mortgage 
terms and thus put a brake on the home building boom? 


Or do they "believe—as most people would like to think 


—that the economy is on solid ground now and that pros- 
perity has a green light?*

The federal reserve has the power now to raise margins 


on stock purchases. As of now you have to put up at least 
60 per cent cash to get a share of stock. You can borrow- 
up to 40 per cent of its market value if you wish. The fed- 
eral reserve can change that cash-borrowing ratio as it 
deems best for the economy. Theoretically, at least, if the j 
federal reserve hikes the margin again, speculators would 
cool down.

The ways Martin and Humphrey between them can in- 


fluence interest rates and the supply of money and credit 
are these: 


1. Raising or lowering the federal reserve's rediscount 


rate—that is. what interest your bank must pay to borrow 
from the central bank: 


2. Raising or lowering the amount of cash your bank 


must keep tied up in the reserve bank as a legal reserve and j 
thus unavailable for lending to you: 


3. Buying or selling U. S. securities in the open market 


and thus drying up or expanding the amount of money your 
bank has on hand for loans to business: 


4. Deciding between issuing short-term or long-term 


U. S. bonds and thus either expanding or shrinking the 
amount of idle investment money that business can tap.
